battle and" forcing the Japanese 
to retire. 


With members of the cabinet 


now unanimous in the belief that 
Japan must withdraw from the 
League of Nations, the Japanese 
government took the first active 
step toward secession. 


Yosuke. Matsuoke, chief Japan- 


ese delegate at 
Geneva, was 


granted permission to return to 
Tokyo .as soon as the League 
assembly adopts the report of the 
committee of 
19, 
condemning 


Japan's activities in Manchuria. 


At the same time, Japan swept 


(forward along her chosen path in 
' the Orient. The cabinet formally 
approved plans for "pacification" 
of Jebol province in defiance of 
the League.

"Hog 
pi eduction in Europe ap- 


pears to be declining, which may 
help the foreign demand for pork 
products Slaughter of hogs in the 
first nine months of 1933 is ex- 
pected to be smaller than it was 
in the same period last year with 
the reduct-on coming in the Janu- 
ary to April period when market 
receipts were fairly henvy a year 
ago. The amount of lard in stor- 
age is the least on record and the 
holdings of pork are less than for 
six years. 


"Tctal number of 
cowa, both 


beef and dairy, is now the largest 
on record in the United States, and 
the calf crop this year is expected 
to be the largest ever. Beef con- 
sumption has declined more than 
the consumption of most other 
meats in the last few years. 


"Although 
the 
population of 


cows in the country is larger than 
ever, total production of milk last 
ysar was no larger than in 1932 
More milk was used on the farms 
than ever before 
The average 


price paid by distributors for milk 
for fluid use was 11 per cent be- 
low the pre-war average while the 
retail price a quart was 21 per 
cent above 


"In spite of the fact that aver- 


age age is increasing, prices for 
horses have declined less than 
prices for other farm livestock 
One colt a year is being raised for 
each 30 horses. In the United 
States there are just slightly more 
than one-half as many horses as 
there were 14 years ago. 


"States like Ohio, which is close 


to its maiket, report plans to in- 
crease potato acreage this year. 
The increased acreage in 
these 


states is expected to be offset by 
decreases in states farther 
from 


market 


"A 30 per cent decline in cigar 


smoking and a decrease of 13 per 
cent in cigarette sales are expected 
to injure prospects of the tobacco 
growers "
